THE SPY SCARE IN EUROPE 


Look Ou\ for Children 
Fr» » no Republican 


Europe is reported to be stirred by an espionag e 
scare, the first international alarm of the sort since 
the end of the World war. 
As must be in such a 
state of affairs, rumors fly about faster than facts and 
in considerably g reater numbers. 
Foreig ners in ev ­ 
ery country arc kept under police surv eillance and 
ev en American residents in Great Britain must carry 
identity cards. Scotland Yard is said to know almost 
the hourly mov ements of ev ery suspected foreig ner 
in the country . 
Other nations are equally v ig ilant. 
This is one of those foolish performances which 
oug ht to make self-respecting , civ ilized, friendly na­ 
tions a little ashamed of themselv es. There can’t be 
so v ery many important military , chemical or ev en 
diplomatic secrets in these day s that are worth much 
spy itg after. 
Specialists and ex perts in one country 
! can usually hit upon inv entions, discov eries and plant 
iust as v aluable as the ones to g uarded by others, 
h would be much safer for all concerned to be a 
• little more frank and g enerous about such matters 
instead of more secretiv e. The fears and suspicions 
• eng endered by secrecy and the resulting espionag e 
» cares are far more deadly than the secrets them­ 
selv es. 
In this connection it is interest’ing to recall that 
I Great Britain and the United States hav e a g entle- 
' man’s ag reement to ask each otiwer outrig ht for any 
f desired information, military or otherwise. 
It is a 
I small step toward international 
frankness, but a 
, g ood one.

Almost « 11 the tourists who oome 
to Riverside see Magnolia and Vic­ 
toria avenues; and their first im ­ 
pressions of the city are Influ­ 
enced In an Im portant degree by 
reaction of these drives. 
Wa cannot afford to 1st them be- 
ooms unkempt and rag g sd; and we 
eannot afford te allow mag nificsnt 
trsss te ba saerifiosd by the whim 
of soms property owner who has 
no conception of ths cash v alue of 
those historic and artistic fsaturss 
of the city . 
The tone and spirit of those ex­ 
tracts. no less than the facts they 
mention, are highly instructive. 
They 
Illustrate 
the fine civic 
prids and 
love of civic beauty 
which 
anim ate 
the 
communities 
they mention. 
A point of Importance in this re ­ 
gard ia that the attractiveness of 
streets and highways from trees 
cannot safely be left merely to 
planting and 
care by property- 
owners acting individually. 
Com­ 
m unity or 
other system atic or­ 
ganized effort is essential to the 
best results in selection and m ain­ 
tenance of trees, to Insure ha r­ 
mony of effect, freedom from un­ 
sightly 
gaps, 
and 
unsatisfactory 
results due to haphazard and un­ 
system atic choice of varieties or 
species. 
In all such 
m atters 
planning, 
direction, conservation, control and 
care should 
be 
placed 
and 
re ­ 
tained in capable hands, for the 
benefit of the whole community, 
and not merely to favor individual 
whims or prejudices.
